United Food £ Commercial 
Workers Union Local 428, along 
with several former grocery em- 
ployees, launched a boycott cam- 
paign against Mi Pueblo markets 
with the establishment of a picket 
line at the company’s main store 
at 1745 Story Road in San Jose last 
Thursday, March 15. 

The 9,500 member union an- 
nounced the plan after months of 
interviews with store employees 
who complained about low wages, 
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lack of benefits, labor law viola- 
tions and abysmal working con- 
ditions. 

Allegations against the com- 
pany have included failure to pay 
overtime, threats for pursuing 
union activity, and the expectation 
of free labor in order to secure a

En menos de un mes, la tra- 
gedia vuelve a tocar a las puertas 
de una escuela al sur de Califor- 
nia.

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the capital are bound to make 
President Fox (and the ruling 
light-skinned European minority) 
a bit uneasy. That minority still 
runs all of society's institutions, 
including an omnipresent mass 
media that shape and distort the 
national culture — with all things 
European still venerated. 

That distortion involves both 
the censorship of red-brown 
voices and their literal invisibil- 
ity 

Mexican society views indi- 
genous peoples as backward. In 
fact, the term “Indio” is consi- 
dered an extreme insult. The na- 
tion is officially mestizo, though 
it’s actually pseudo European, a 
sad caricature, where blonds pre- 
dominate in all forms of media. 
It's a place where a red-brown 
person can still be turned away at 
restaurants and hotels in cities, 
and chased down and executed in 
the countryside for having the 
audacity to speak up. What’s 
amazing is not so much the pub- 
lic racism but the lack of public 
reaction to It. 

Historic indigenous legisla- 
tion would be akin to the 1964 
Civil Rights Bill in the United 
States in the sense that when Jim 
Crow discrimination became il- 
legal there, the hatreds did not go 
away. However, ona larger scale, 
indigenous autonomy in Mexico 
will reverberate through indig- 
enous movements around the 
continent. 

Halfway around the globe, 
the world looks on in horror as 
the Taljban have taken to des- 
troying the ancient Buddha stat- 
ues in Afghanistan, yet that is 
precisely what happened in 
Mexico 500 years ago, though on 
a much broader and grander scale 
when the whole continent became 
an Inquisition. Until the Vatican 
steps forward and says “we were 
wrong” about the peoples of the 
Americas being demonic — law 
or no law — little will change. 
This 1s very different from sim- 
ply siding with the human rights 
and the right of indigenous 
peoples to join the church. 

Fortunately, the indigenous 
peoples are not waiting around for 
that day.

Editor’s note: After too long 
a wait, the government is finally 
admitting that the mix of human 
beings in this country is far more 
complicated than choosing a 
checkbox ona form. One sign of 
new respect for hybrids is the 
growing legitimacy of “Span- 
glish,” says PNS contributor 
Leticia Hernandez-Linares. 
Hernandez-Linares, a published 
poet and spoken word artist, 
works as an arts educator in Bay 
Area schools.

Spanglish, once frowned 
upon for the same reasons that 
have motivated English-only ef- 
forts, is more and more recog- 
nized in its own right. It 1s no 
longer an illegitimate specter 
hovering over “pure” English and 
Spanish. 

Yet as government officials 
and media people make clumsy 
attempts to talk about “Lati- 
nos” — because their increasing 
numbers have made them impor- 
tant as a voting base and as a 
market — the inability to break 
out of the mindset of “Spanish or 
English” (or “black or white”) 
still hinders understanding of 
what is a truly hybrid culture. 

Younger Latinos own Span- 
glish, as well as Spanish, to show 
that assimilating into a homo- 
genous monolingual culture 1s not 
the only way to be successful or 
to find a voice. It is exciting to 
see the latest wave of Spanglish 
speakers take control of the mo- 
vement and hybridity that define 
us. It doesn't come in a neat, eas- 
ily consumable culture package, 
however — you can’t just shake 
your hips and sing some catchy 
lines and call it a Latin explosion. 

This movida, this commo- 
tion, is gaining momentum thanks 
to the work of young artists, or- 
ganizers, and writers who express 
their complex identities publicly 
without apology — crossing bor- 
ders in the span of just one sen- 
tence. 

In an after-school Spoken 
Word class in San Francisco, 
middle school students, mostly 
Latino, experiment with writing 
freely and mixing the sounds of 
Spanish and English. They switch 
quite naturally from one language 
to another. Freedom to speak as 
they please builds their confi- 
dence in becoming more fluent in 
whatever language they find chal- 
lenging, English or Spanish. 

They have on several occa- 
sions nervously, but bravely, read 
poems in public which refer to 
their families and ethnic identi- 
ties in a mix of languages. (Just 
in case this makes a nervous mil- 
lionaire think of starting a na- 
tional campaign against Span- 
glish, let me state clearly that no 
one is proposing the replacement 
of either English or Spanish.) 

Amherst College professor 
Ilan Stavans, author of a forth- 
coming Spanglish Dictionary, 
teaches a class called “The 
Sounds of Spanglish.” The true 
focus of the course is not so much 
the sounds as it is Latino culture. 

Drawing on history, linguis- 
tics, and art, among other sources, 


the class looks at a way of speak- 
ing that might begin to answer the 
complex question, “Who are 
these Latinos and what do they 
want to be called?” 

A recent Latino arts festival, 
Hecho en Califas (made in Cali- 
fornia), addressed this question 
by bringing together artists who 
work ina variety of media to ex- 
press their cultura on their own 
terms. Performers presented work 
ina mix of Spanish, English, Yo- 
ruba, Nahuatl, and many sorts of 
slang. 

Paul Flores, poet and event 
organizer, emphasizes the festi- 
val’s commitment to showcasing 
the new wave of performers that 
reflect the contradictions within 
Latin identity. Most artists in the 
festival and most young people 
involved in the poetry class do not 
pick out words as if they were at 
a flower shop. Rather, they are 
boldly presenting realities that are 
not completely translatable and 
audience friendly. 

Spanglish isn't as sexy as 
Spanish, it is not the language of 
“magically real” exoticism. When 
you unlock the gate and get past 
colorful skirts and smiling girls 
all named Rosarita, you find bro- 
ken Spanish, youth who favor 
Metallica, or Salvadoran immi- 
grants who practice Buddhism. 

A history of disdain for Span- 
glish and those who speak it 
makes festivals like Hecho en 
Califas extremely important. The 
task facing young Latino/Chicano 
generations then is partly to con- 
tinue creating spaces in which to 
make Spanglish cultural expres- 
sions more public. 

For example, Espresso Mi 
Cultura in Hollywood is cafe, 
bookstore, art gallery, and com- 
munity center all in one. Co-own- 
ers Josie Aguilar and Ramon 
Pantoja are committed to esta- 
blishing a model to show a cul- 
tural and practical focus might 
make it possible for such a frag- 
mented group to organize. 

Spanglish seems to be 
spreading, especially in Latin 
American countries through the 
ever increasing traffic back and 
forth with the U.S. Yet there is a 
continuing reluctance, especially 
north of the border, to recognize 
and validate the symbols of bi- 
culturalism. For that reason, 
Spanglish becomes a symbol of 
cultural resistance, a challenge to 
the assimilation model of success. 

In 2001, its no longer either 
you are assimilated or you are 
newly immigrated, as even some 
new immigrants arrive already 
affected by mainstream North 
American culture and the English 
language. It is just not either/or 
— even my grandmother speaks 
Spanglish. 

How will the future Ame- 
rican city sound? English and 
Spanish will continue evolving as 
the hybrid languages that they 
already are, and cultural borders 
will become more fluid not in or- 
der to melt down many cultures 
into one, but rather to connect and 
clarify them to each other.

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La Columna Vertebral 
Terror en las escuelas

Hace poco los departamentos 
de Educación y de Justicia de los 
Estados Unidos vertían un amplio 
reporte que revelaba una dismi- 
nución en la violencia juvenil. 
Aunque el anuncio era esperan- 
zador, las más de 60 páginas 
detallando dicho fenómeno no 
podrían darnos algo más que una 
pauta que ser escolar o maestro 
escolar, de cualquier nivel en los 
Estados Unidos, es cosa seria. 

El reciente tiroteo perpetrado 
por el joven de 15 años, Charles 
Andrew Williams, que dejó sin 
vida a dos estudiantes e hirió a 
otros trece, retumbó con parti- 
cular impacto en los oídos de 
millones de madres, padres y 
educadores alertando al país 
entero de una problemática de la 
que mucho se habla pero la que 
no se considera o enfatiza hasta 
que se revive, cuando nuestras 
pantallas de televisión repiten 
intermitentemente los minutos u 
horas de tragedia inclusive, que 
algunos jóvenes tuvieron que 
enfrentar al librarse de una 
balacera. 

Quien ha sido escolar aquí en 
los Estados Unidos, conoce per- 
fectamente bien el vía crucis que 
puede resultar tener que cruzar el 
umbral que divide, paradójica- 
mente, el templo del saber de la 
vulgaridad humana. 

Pero no es preciso ser estu- 
diante, basta asistir uno de los 
programas guiados a la niñez o a 
la juventud para ver que, lamen- 
tablemente en la escuela, en la 
institución más representativa del 
progreso, los chicos de hoy con- 
frontan una guerra cotidiana; 
desafortunadamente, más de una 
vez, la experiencia escolar se ha 
vuelto un ataque mortal. 

Las causas de las batallas que 
cada estudiante debe librar, cada 
día, varían desde el corte de ca- 
bello hasta el tipo de zapatos 
deportivos que éste porte. Y 
pobre de aquel estudiante que por 
azar del destino no simpatice con 
los más fuertes, con aquellos que 
hayan ganado piso y astucia para 
desahogar quizás sus propias 
inseguridades maltratando o bur- 
lándose de los personajes más 
particulares en la escuela: de los 
más débiles, de los tímidos, de los 
muy gordos, de los muy flacos, 
de los muy inteligentes, y ni qué 
decir de los que no hablen bien el 
inglés. 

El inmigrante que le haya to- 
cado entrar a una escuela pública 
donde brilla por su color o por su 
acento, o por la “moda ridícula” 
que trae de su pueblo natal, com- 
prende demasiado bien la cruel- 
dad a la que tiene que enfrentarse 
en una escuela estadounidense. 

Lógicamente, nada justifica 
el abrir fuego a quien alguna vez 
nos haya ridiculizado, abusado, o 
insultado; sin embargo no debe- 
mos olvidar que los asesinos son 
también niños o adolescentes. 
Tanto los criminales como las 


víctimas se nutren del mismo 
sistema. Ambos son productos de 
una cultura que, aparentemente, 
se alimenta de odio. 

Los últimos tiroteos escolares 
han compartido más de una si- 
militud; un evidente acto de ven- 
ganza departe del estudiante ais- 
lado, el lobo estepario, que opta 
por vengar su honor con la pistola 
o el arsenal que sus padres no han 
podido pillar a tiempo. 

Ninguna madre quiere dar a 
luz a un criminal. Es quizás ese 
pensamiento el que aparta a los 
progenitores de la realidad y lo 
que provoca que se señales pe- 
ligrosas. 

No, lastimosamente las bue- 
nas notas, el buen desempeño 
académico no nos dicen nada de 
los problemas sociales de los 
jóvenes. 

Sí, un padre o una madre di- 
rán que, “a la escuela no se va a 
socializar”. 

Aquí o en cualquier lugar del 
mundo, el humano por natura- 
leza, necesita sentir la conexión 
que le haga sentir parte del mun- 
do. Pero es precisamente en la 
escuela donde los niños pasan la 
lección más difícil de sus vidas, 
el poder estrechar los lazos co- 
munes con los demás. 

La mayoría consigue encon- 
trar un punto común aunque ese 
hallazgo muchas veces signifique 
fumar un cigarrillo, consumir 
drogas, pintarse el cabello verde, 
perforarse la lengua, estar a la 
moda, ser parte de un grupo con 
el cual identificarse; lastimo- 
samente la aceptación parece 
tener un precio, a veces dema- 
siado caro. 

Si un padre o una madre no 
está consciente de la jerarquía que 
existe en las escuelas en los Esta- 
dos Unidos, está cerrando los ojos 
a la realidad que sus hijos o hijas 
deben enfrentar cotidianamente. 

Varios psiquiatras, analizan- 
do los atentados en las escuelas, 
concuerdan que los acosadores 
son generalmente jóvenes que 
sufren de una profunda desola- 
ción; precisamente los que no 
logran, por más que lo intentan, 
entrar en el mundo de los do- 
minantes. 

Ser el progenitor de un ado- 
lescente en los Estados Unidos 
puede ser una cumbre pedregosa 
que no incluye un manual de ins- 
trucciones. Es por lo tanto impor- 
tante entrar en el mundo de nues- 
tros jóvenes, saber de qué consta 
y ver el mundo con sus ojos; in- 
tentar forjar en ellos la solidez de 
una personalidad que lista a en- 
frentar algo tan siniestro como la 
escuela. 

¿Estas consciente de la cultu- 
ra de tus hijos adolescentes? 
¿Sospechas alguna irregularidad 
en su comportamiento?, es im- 
portante que te informes.

long I worked hard without any 
break, without any lunch, nothing. 
I worked this way for almost 
seven hours. It was the same for 
three days. Gratis. No lunch. No 
breaks. At the end of the three 
days I was told that my work was 
all right, and that they would con- 
sider it. Three or four days later 
they called and hired me but | 
never got paid for the first three 
days.” 

Thursday’s boycott rally drew 
participants who didn’t even work 
for Mi Pueblo, but could easily 
relate to the inequitable working 
conditions. “I know the feeling 
around here, because I once 
worked for a company that was 
non-union,” explained Simon 
Lopez, an employee with Save 
Mart. “There was no union, no 
benefits and low wages, so I’ve 
been there.” 

“Local 428 began in 1933,” 
explained union representative, 
Ron Lind, “we represent people 
in the retail industry. The biggest 
part of the retail industry that we 
represent is grocery stores. Here 
in Santa Clara County, about 90% 
of the stores have union contracts 
with Local 428, our members 


work here, and we set up area 
standards for wages and benefits.” 

“All the grocery stores in 
Northern California are covered 
pretty much by State Union con- 
tracts, which more or less operate 
under the same agreements. So 
it is an area standard that we have 
established in this industry. We 
began talking to some of the 
workers here about a year ago or 
so about their wages and work- 
ing conditions. There are reasons 
why we are doing this. Our role 
as a union is to make things bet- 
ter for workers; we have that in- 
terest. But also we were increas- 
ingly hearing from the union em- 
ployers here in the area saying, 
‘Look this is not fair. We're pay- 
ing our workers a decent wage 
and benefits, and this competition 
across the street is cutting into our 
business. What are you going to 
do about it?” Clearly Mi Pueblo 
doesn't come anywhere close to 
meeting the area standard, so it’s 
unfair competition. They’re mak- 
ing their money off the backs of 
their workers.” 

“On TV they talk about how 
good they are about treating their 
workers,” added Roger R. Rivera,

another union representative. 
“But in reality, they are exploit- 
ing their own people. When 
someone is making $7.00 an hour 
and they want a raise, Mi Pueblo 
tells them, “If you want a raise, 
you got to leave, because we'll get 
somebody else for minimum 
wage. They don’t give them any 
sick days, or holidays. They have 
a medical benefit plan, but it is not 
anything that they should be 
proud of. Ifthe employee goes to 
the hospital the worker is liable 
for half the expenses. If the 
employee’s child goes to the hos- 
pital, they have to pay it all. At 
Safeway, you get full coverage for 
your spouse and your children. 
The checkers over there get 
$18.00 dollars an hour. The 
checkers over here get $7.00 an 
hour. 

“It’s a disgrace what he 
(Juvenal Chavez) is doing to his 
own people. This is not personal 
against Juvenal Chavez. This is 
against a corporation that we think 
is taking advantage of immigrant 
workers in this country. We’re 
fighting for amnesty, we fighting 
for the rights of immigrant work- 
ers. And we think that they’re ex-

México, D.F. (EFE).- La 
comandancia de la guerrilla za- 
patista se marchará de la Ciudad 
de México sin djalogar con el Go- 
bierno, que, Ln los rebeldes, no 
ha cumplido ninguna de las tres

Presidencia no ha revelado el

“Hasta ahora no se ha cum- 
plido ni una sola de las tres sena- 
les, por eso no podemos iniciar el 
diálogo con su gobierno.

Brazilian oil rig sinks without causing environmental disaster

Rio de Janeiro, (EFE).- 
Ocean currents and favorable 
weather conditions prevented the 
sinking of the world's largest oil 
platform in the Atlantic Ocean 
from becoming an environmental 
disaster, Brazil's state-owned 
Petrobras oil firm said Wednesday. 

According to Petrobras, the P- 
36 platform slipped into the wa- 
ters of the Campos Basin, 125 ki- 
lometers (78 miles) off the coast 
of Rio de Janeiro, sinking to a 
depth of 1,360 meters (4,459 feet). 

Many expected the sinking of 
the platform to cause a major en- 
vironmental disaster, as the pipe- 
lines and storage tanks on the oil 
rig held just over 1.5 million li- 
ters (400,000 gallons) of diesel 
fuel and crude oil when the rig 
began to sink. 

The diesel fuel in the rig's stor- 
age tanks spilled into the ocean, 
but a Petrobras spokesman told 
EFE that most of the diesel fuel 
had already evaporated because of 
the sunshine and high tempera- 
tures in the area. 

“An environmental tragedy 
can now be ruled out.” said Pe- 
trobras spokesman Ricardo Sar- 
miento after indicating that the re- 
maining diesel fuel was not drift- 
ing toward the shore 

“In addition to the evaporation 
of the diesel. the rest of the oil slick 
was stopped 20 kilometers (12 
miles) offshore by ocean cur 
rents,” he said. 

His assessment chimed with 
that of many oceanographers. who

said that because the 31,400-ton 
platform sank on the high seas, 
there was little chance the spill 
would reach the shore, and that 
any oil washing up on the coast 
could take up to seven days to do 
yO) 

According to specialists with 
the Brazilian Environmental Insti- 
tute, the initial spill produced by 
some 310,000 liters (81.898 gal- 
lons) of diesel covered nearly 50 
square kilometers (19 square 
miles) Tuesday afternoon. 

But, they noted, the spill had 
shrunk to barely 11,000 liters 
(2,906 gallons) by Wednesday 
morning. 

The 21 ships Petrobras dis- 
patched to the area to deal with the 
spill remained on site, spreading 
special chemicals used to disperse 
oil slicks. 

“Nearly all of what spilled 
was diesel, and that is much more 
controllable and dispersible than 
oil. In addition. diesel evaporates 
much more readily.” Sarmiento 
said. 

Earlier. Petrobras officials 
said they were prepared to spread 
a 5,300-meter (17,377 feet) con- 
tainment barrier to prevent the oul 
from reaching the shore. 

However. clean-up crews did 
not have to deploy the contam 
ment barrier because of the evapo- 
ration of the diesel fuel and the 
helpful effect of ocean currents 

Despite deploying some 600 
meters (1.967 feet) of containment 


barriers, Petrobras engineers said 


the oil spill is ver¥ thin and sitting 
on the surface, making it easier to 
control with solvents. 

Petrobras officials also laid to 
rest environmentalists' fears that 
the P-36 rig would strike one of 
the 20 wellheads in the Campos 
basin when it sank, causing an 
uncontrollable oil spill. 

“The platform sank diago- 
nally, and fell some six to 12 kilo- 
meters (4-7 miles) away from the 
wells,” Sarmiento said. 

In operation for less than a 
year, the P-36 rig extracted 84,000 
barrels of oil per day - about 5 
percent of Brazil's daily produc- 
tion - and was expected to reach 
its maximum capacity of 180,000 
barrels per day by 2004 

Though as tall as a 40-story 
building and with a surface the 


- size of a soccer field, it could not 


withstand the damage caused by 
three explosions that ripped 
through the structure Thursday, 
killing 10 and seriously injuring 
several others. 

Petrobras’ plans to increase its 
production this year and Brazil's 
goal of ending 2001 with a trade 
surplus sank along with the giant 
oil rig. According to Petrobras, the 
sinking of the rig represents a loss 
of about $SO million per month, 
or 2.17 percent of the firm's $2.3 
billion average monthly turnover 
last year 

Experts estimate the loss of 
the rig will have a negative impact 
of about $700 million on the 


nation’s balance of trade.

ment,” Davila said after the meet- 
ing. “This is a significant step in 
providing a full array of services 
to Mexican companies, as well as 
local subsidiaries of international 
corporations in Mexico.” 

Separately, Rod A Beck- 
strom, the chairman of Privada, 
Inc., a global leader in Internet 
privacy infrastructure, offered a 
proposal to establish an environ- 
mental task force that would de- 
velop a framework and array of 
policy options for the Mexican 
federal government to consider in 
addressing its environmental 
needs and concerns. 

Beckstróm said he was will- 
ing to personally commit 
$100,000 to launch the work of 
the task force, which would in- 
clude experts from around the 
world as well as Mexico. 

“The task force would deter-
